4 The Boston newspapers seem to 
Gave ignored the latest develop- 
ment on the proposed All New Eng- 
land Stadium, planned to be erected 
on Ballardvale Street overlooking

Monte Green, head of the group 
that has proposed the stadium be 
built in Wilmington appeared be- 
fore the Special Stadium Commis~ 
sion Tuesday afternoon, in the 
State House and again presented 
his case. Mr, Green toldthe com- 
mission that he was now planning 
a $20 million stadium, instead of 
the $40 million structure original- 


ly planned, There would be seat- 
ing for 55,000 persons, and large 
parking areas. Much of the pro- 
jected revenue would come from 
the proposed parking. 

Green stated that the case for 
the Wilmington stadium still de- 
pends on plans for similar struc- 
tures in Boston, The Wilmington 
stadium proposal is to butld a sta~ 
dium without use of state credit 
or taxpayer’s monies, 

The story was given wide cover- 
age on television stations Tuesday 
night, and appeared in suburban 
Boston papers on Wednesday,
